REPORT OF SUPERINTENDING SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


OF THE TOWN OF NEWBURY, 
FOR THE YEAR ENDING MARCH 1, 1880. 


REPORTED BY DISTRICT. 


District No. 1.—Joshua H. Blodgett, Prudential Commit- 
tee. Summer term taught by Miss Nellie L. Rowe. The 
school was quiet and orderly and the few scholars made good 
progress. 

Winter term by Mrs. Sarah J. Baker, (who having taught 
only 171 months,) deserves high commendation for the prog- 
ress made in all studies. Mrs. Baker is a faithful teacher and 
works hard for her scholars, which is more than can be said of 
every teacher. Perfect satisfaction was given to parents and 
your committee also. 

District No. 2—Milton H. Clark, Prudential Committee. 
The two terms in this district were taught by Miss Mary F. 
Wheeler. This teacher was faithful and labored successfully 
for the interest of the school; and the scholars were respectful 
and studious. Good progress in all studies, the greatest 
improvement was in reading. 

District No. 3.—Hiram B. Cheney, Prudential Commit- 
tee. Summer term in this district was visited near its com- 
mencement by your committee, who found a small school 
progressing finely under the tuition of Miss Belle C. Shaw. 
Your committee was not able to judge of the progress made 
as he was not notified of its close. 

Winter term was under the instruction of Mr. Warren T. 
Bagley, a young man of much promise as a teacher. ‘Though 
Mr. Bagley is without experience, he has an excellent faculty 
to govern, instruct and secure the confidence of his pupils. 
The first class in mathematics and grammar were excellent. 
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District No. 4.—Mrs. Eliza A. Perkins, Prudential Com- 
mittee. The one term was taught by Miss Myra A. Perkins, 
visited once and everything appeared to indicate a very quiet 
school. 

District No. 5.—B. R. Morse, Prudential, Committee. 
Summer term taught by Mrs. Inez D. Fowler. I did not visit 
the school but once, not being notified of its close. Judging 
from the appearances of the school at my visit, it would indi- 
cate that you had a good school. 

‘Fallterm. Miss Alice V. Trow, teacher, who is deserving 
of much credit for close attention to the small scholars, who 
made excellent progress. There was a hearty co-operation 
with teacher and scholars. The result was a very profitable 
school. 


Winter term was under the instruction of Mr. R. M. Dowlin. 
Mr. Dowlin is a thorough scholar, able and willing to instruct. 
A little unnecessary trouble accrued during the term. I was 
unable to find any genuine cause of complaint against the 
teacher. The school however was somewhat impeded by 
multiplied instances of tardiness and absence. 


District No. 6.—Daniel G. Peaslee, Prudential Committee. 
Summer term, Miss H. M. Eaton, teacher. ‘This announce- 
ment would be a sufficient guaranty of the success of the 
school, to those who are acquainted with the teacher. Your 
committee was not able to judge of the progress made as he 
was not notified of its close. 


Winter term, taught by Miss Mary J. Eaton, a teacher of 
much experience and uniform success. Miss Eaton labored 
hard for her pupils and if they did not accomplish all that was 
hoped for, it was not her fault. Excellent order, thorough and 
systematic training and good progress characterize the term. 


District No. 7.—N. C. Lear, Prudential Committee. 
Summer term of this school was under the tuition of Miss 
Annie G. Morse, who was young and inexperienced, but who 
succeeded in teaching a quite profitable school, and giving 
universal satisfaction to the parents of the district. 
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Fall term, taught by Miss Roena A. Russell, who made her . 
first attempt at teaching here, and her success was such as to 
warrant another trial in the same direction. Miss Russell has 
many qualities essential in a good teacher, and has reason 
to be encouraged to continue in her vocation. 


District No. 8.—Charles C. Crosby, Prudential Committee. 
The one term in this district was under the supervision of Miss 
Mary E. Huse. The committee in this district deserves much 
credit for exercising care in the selection of a teacher, and 
placing in the schoolroom a person who could govern as well 
as instruct. Miss Huse discharged the duties of both depart- 
ments well. This being one of two schools in which vocal 
music was practiced. The examination was excellent. 


District No. 9.—J. D. Perkins, Prudential Committee. 
The one term in this district was under the tuition of Mr. 
Frank O. Melvin. When this school was first visited, we 
were apprehensive that it might not be very successful; but 
at the close we were glad to notice that a marked. improve- 
ment had been made. ‘The pupils are generally intelligent, 
and among them are some fine scholars. 


District No. 1ro.—Osman Colburn, Prudential Commit- 
tee. Fall term taught by Miss Lizzie L. Brown. The selec- 
tion of this teacher for this term was fortunate. The school 
was quiet and orderly, and in all respects good. 


District No. 11.—Thomas J. Leach, Prudential Commit- 
tee. This school, during the year has been under the in- 
struction of Mrs. Sarah J. Baker. Mrs. Baker is a diligent 
and judicious teacher, and the district was very fortunate in 
securing her services for the year. The school fully sustained 
its previous reputation of being second to none in town. 


District No. 13.—Mrs. Clara P. Nelson, Prudential Com- 
mittee. Summer term taught by Miss Nettie J. Nelson, and 
was very successful. Miss Nelson is young, and this was her 
first essay in the art of teaching, yet the result shows her to be 


possessed of much talent and tact in her vocation. 
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Fall term taught by Miss Clara I. Gould. I did not visit 
the schoo] but once, it being inconvenient for me to be pres- 
ent at examination. Judging from the appearance of the 
school from my first visit, I think you must have had a good 
school.

CONCLUSION. 


The committee, in presenting his report, would beg leave 
to say to the citizens of Newbury, that it was with great re- 
luctance he accepted the office, and if he has failed to give the 
satisfaction of his predecessors, it must be remembered he is 
without their experience. 

The year now closing has not been marked by any impor- 
tant change in our school department. Common schools are 
much inclined to move in ruts, which in time come to be con- 
sidered the only lawful highway. New ideas and suggestions _ 
are not often received with favor, especially when they involve | 
the money bags. 

Parents, in many cases, are indirectly, if not directly, the 
cause of the poor schools of which they complain so bitterly. 
They are principally responsible for the education of children. 
Excellent teachers will fall far short of full success, if parents 
manifest only indifference to their labors, and especially great 
will be the waste of power, when fault-finding and disrespect 
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towards the instructors and their labors, are openly expressed 
at the fireside. 


The most enthusiastic teacher andthe most ambitious pupils 
will lose much of their energy, if their labors and efforts ex- 
cite no interest beyond the school room. Then. too, a part of 
the work ,of education, and that not an unimportant portion, 
must be done at home if done at all. A child naturally re- 
cieves and adopts the opinions of his parents and home friends, 
and lets his mind take the cast of those about him. It is, then, 
of the greatest importance that parents interest themselves in 
the schools of their children; that, by occasional visits during 
the term, they make their sympathy felt; that, by cultivating 
social relations with the teachers, they create opportunity for 
consultation and mutual advice, and call into play that regard 
and confidence which children generally entertain for the 
friends of their parents; that by constant inquiry and conver- 
sation they cause the children to feel that their daily studies 
and progress are matters of permanent interest to their parents, 
and lastly and chiefly should they take heed that no word of 
fault-finding or disrespect of school purposes, school exercises, 
or school teachers, be heard by the pupils in the sacred pre- 
cincts of home. A word spoken there has and ought to have 
the force of a thousand spoken elsewhere, and such words 
spoken in thoughtlessness have often rendered useless the most 
earnest efforts of teachers, and affected for ill a child’s future 
life. A good elementary education at least, we ought to give 
them. The due development of their faculties, a suitable 
preparation for future usefulness, the high responsibilities which 
they will hereafter assume as citizens of a free republic; these 
imperative considerations, combined with their moral and re- 
ligious interest, devolve upon us the unmistakable duty of pro- 
viding for them the educational facilities of efficient and well 
regulated primary schools. No reasonable pains should be 
spared to render our schools more efficient. By feasible methods 
they are susceptible of essential improvements. A wise dis- 
crimination may be employed in the selection of teachers, and 
we can refrain from weakening their influence by hasty, ill- 
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timed and ungenerous criticism. ‘The fathers and mothers 
should visit the schools, and by personal inspection, know how 
they are managed. Children should be at school at the proper 
hour, and should attend, if possible, throughout the term, not 
hindering themselves or their classes by occasional absences. 
A due regard to these few suggestions would essentially en- 
hance the value of our schools. Thanking all who have as- 
sisted me in the discharge of my duties the past year, I re- 
spectfully submit the foregoing report.
